Councilman Smith This Time 
Changes And Votes Witk 
Majority. 



The Council Inet Friday night in 
adjourned session with Mayor Yost 
presiding for the first time. 

The various annual reports filed 
at thelaMmaeting were returned by 
tiM flnanoe eoiAmittee, approved and 
filed. A small budget of accounts 
for December was reported and or- 
dered paid. The street lighting bill 
for three ooontha praaented in De- 
cember, a part of It since the con- 
tract o.xpired Nov. Ifi, was finally 
reported from the finance commit- 
tee and allowed, amoonting to |2,- 
148.64. The money to pay this bill 
was turned over in a ca.sh .surplus by 
the retiring treasurer Jan. :!. The 
Treasurer's annual report to Jan 3, 
showed a earii bataaee of |»,IOO. 

These routine matters were aoon 
disposed of. 

The ordinance increasing some of 
the aalariea for the terms beginning 
Jan. 6, 1914, which was vetoed in 
December by Mayor Meacham. was 
again introduced, changed with the 
section fixing the sa ary of the sex- 
ton of the colored cemetery placed 
in a separate ordinance, and both 
ordinances were passed. Council- 
man Smith, who voted against the 
increases before, this time voted with 
the four ooundlmen who originally 
passed tlie vetoed ordinance. 

Councilman Ruckner made a speech 
against the ordinana\ pointing out 
that the salaries of Ae judge and at- 
torney were about louble those paid 
in several other Jties larger than 
Ilopkinsvillc Councilnion I'uckner 
and Wooldridge voted against the 
ordinance, whidi changed tbepree 
ent salariea. repealing ordinance in 
conflict. There is said to be grave 
doubt of the li gality of the proceed- 
ing increasing salaries in the midst 
of a terra. The ordinance carries 
appropriations close to the debt limit 
of the city under the recent decision. 
This with the .sch..,,l debt of $H6,m) 
bring! the current indebtedneaa for 
1914 opto 991,800 lem $9,800 on 
hand, or $82,r)00. The estimated 
revenues will be about $85,000 for 
1914. The contracts for lights and 
water have not been renewed yet, 

Upon appHeation of Rev. C. If: 
Thompson for the Associated Chari- 
ties, an appropriation of $350 was 
made out of the Latham Poor Fund 
income for 1914. It was also asked 
that the ordinance prohibiting beg- 
ging be enforced and that permits 
now authorized be withheld. 

Manager Ghoate,«f the Ky. Public 
Service Co., waapceaaat and said the 
street lights were 600 watts, but he 
did not know what candle power. 
He said if any residences or business 
houses had been eharged more than 
the franchise rates of 12 and 10 cents 
respectively it was a mistake not in- 
tended. Mr Choate said the pres- 
ent service waa being greatly im- 
proved hr a new ptetaad h^teUev- 
ed everything would ht MfeMMlMy 
in a short time. 

Mayltr Yost appointed Councilmen 
Sottthall and Boekner to act with 
him aa a eom m it t ee on Pardons.

In the melee, »ne report says, Wil- 
son rushed on Wells with a heavy 
stick, about six feet long, when 
Wells, to protect himself, drew a 
large knife and cut Wilson from the 
back part of the neck around almo t 
to his throat Dn. Grace and Wood- 
son, who were called to the wounded 
man, pronounced the wound not only 
a very ugly one but exceedingly dan- 
gerous, the wound being as deep as 
thekntfe could penetrate until it 
stroekabone. Fortunately the knife 
did not reach the jugular vein. 

IK'puty Sht'i iff Johnson, when thr 
account of the cutting was received 
here, started to the scene and after 
reaching Kirkmansville Sunday night 
found that two citizens had arrested 
Wells and had taken him to Kirk- 
mansville where they awaited the 
SherifTs eomfatg. They turned their 
I)risoner over to the officer, who 
brought him here and committed 
him to Jail.

When Christian county, more than 
35 years ago, completed its new court 
house, the old (me having been bum* 

ed by Gen. Lyon in the fall of 1864, 
it waa thought that the building waa 
adequate for aU oaeda. It waa adei. 

quate for that dagr, but ii sotfer 

the present. 

Every frequenter of the court 
house when Circuit (Dourt is in see* 
sion knows full well that half-a doz- 
en jury and consultation rooms are 
needed. The court cannot well do 
without more roome. Often, both 
jury rooms and the single consulta* 
tion room are in use, and when wit* 
nesses have to be segregated there is 
no place to put them until they are 
called to taatify. This payer baa 
called attention to thia more than 

once. 

But there is a cbanee and a proba- 
bility of the Fiscal Court's taUog 
steps in the matter during tMa year. 

A representative of this paper ap- 
proached one of the most active and 
progressive members of the Fiscal 
Ck>urt a few days since and was told 
that he believed the present court ia 
composed of men who will fully 
measure up to the demands of the 
day and that before many months 
the court would get together on a 
plan, not for enlarging the court 
house, but to build an annex, and 
thus furnish all the otiicers of the 
court with iiuarters and also to give 
Judge Hanbery the rooms he so 
much needs. 

The member of the court did not 
go into general details but gave a 
brief outline of what he hopes will 
be accomplished by the Fiscal Court 
during the year, which, briefly, is as 
follows: 

The old clerk's office is to be torn 
down and in its place a large and 
handsome brick building, three sto- 
ries high, will be erected. 

Thisboilding will contain, in ad- 
dition to the half-dozen jury and con- 
sultation rooms, quarters for thfeSu- 
perintaadent of county schools, the 
Asseaaar, a room for the county 
court to hold its sesaions, rooms for 
the Assessor, the Koail Engineer, the 
Trustee of the jury fund, the Road 
Supervisor, the County and Com- 
monwealth Attorneys, the Constable 
and several other dflcers that now 
have to "spongi " on others for room. 

The second floor w ill probably be 
arranged for an armory. The court 
well knows that the Kentucky SUte 
Guard is something that will contin- 
ue, if nnt for all t;ine, until many 
generations have passt <l. Th»' court 
bm to provide an arniory for the mil- 
itary company. There is np way of 
avoiiiing it. The county and dty 
have to pay every \ear from JiiSOtO 
$450 for a room in w hich the i ompa- 
nyeaadtiU and store its arms and 
e<iuipment8. When the new build- 
ing is erected this yearly drain on 
the county treasury will Ix." at an end. 
There is no question about the sol- 
dier boys being located in the new 
building, the floor best adapted for 
the purpose is the only undecided 
point. 

And then there's the outlay of 
about 8180 a year for a practice 
room and storage room for the Third 
Itegimetit band. litis body is anoth- 
er part uf tl\e Staff and Natioaal 
Guaid and the county has to take 
cere of the nMOibaia. The «uartera 
of the band will be, moal prekabty, 
be on the third floor.

Two hun- 
dred delegatea were preaeat at the 
convention and exchanged views on 
the practice of their profeesion, and 
oe leao palpable but important mat. 
ten concerning the poeitioa of the 
Jews in American society. 

The Hebrew farmers have adopted 
all the up-to-date labor-saving eqaip- 
meat of their neighbon, aad have 
goaaa itep farther than aome in 
forming cooperative systems of fire 
insurance and credit, which might 
be imitated to advantage, and which 
neidentally fanlMliaother illustrat- 
ion of the "one-for-all" aad "all*forb 
one" spirit that centuriea of pre- 
secution have inculcated in the race. 

Four yean ago the Jewaorganized 
tho fint agrieoltnral credit oaion in 
America. Thfy now have 17 of 
these unions, with an aggregate 
capital of $6,165 and a total loan 
reaord of 178,624. Their not profits 
have amoontad to 11,817, which is a 
rate of more than 13 per cent, year- 
ly on their capital. The unions have 
been formed by the aale of sharee to 
the extant of 9500 or mora among 
membonand by tha advaneenent of 
$1 000 to each union by the Jewish 
Agricultural and ludustrial Aid

Charter For Third Class Cities. 

Hopkinsville and eomeof theo^ber 
third-class citiee in Kentackyi wish 
to adopt the commission form of 
government. A bill enabeling citiea 
of that cla« to diaaard their preeent 
ayitem of govemmaat wiU baoSarad 
in the Legislatare. 

The bill baa been drsf ted along the 
linee of the Lexington charter f«r 
eeooad-daae dUea, wMi aooM aiodlfi 
cations that are neeamary, owtaf ta 
the difference in poptilatloe. Tha 
tentative draft of the charter calls 
for BO fewer than two and no more 
than foor eoaualarfoBara, bari^ai tka 
Mayor, who also is to act as a com- 
miaaioncr. Thia will make the 
nomber of commisaioners from three 
to flva, to fit tfaanqniraoMBta of tha 
aaforaldtiaaottbetMrddaM. Tba 
salaries are to aggregate not less 
than $5 000 annually for three com- 
misaioners and not more than $10.« 
000 annoally for five coauaiHionara. 

It is provided that aQtyJodgeis 
to be elected along with the commis- 
sionera, bia salary to be fixed by the 
commiaaiooers. The Mayor and 
City Judge are to hold office for four 
years and the other official! for two 
years. The bill makes it optional 
whether both Mayor and City Judge, 
or either of them, may alao be 
elected' commisaionera, thaa con- 
stituting two ont of the three or five 
metnbtTB of the commission. 

The sif itirs of the city are to be 
divided into the six departments of 
Public affahrs. Public Finance. Pub 
lie Safety, KPubllc Work?, Public 
Property and I'ublic Health. The 
Hoard of Commissionera ia to de- 
termine the fnnetiona otoaAda9ar^ 
ment and prescribe the datiee of 
each commissioner and other em- 
ployee. It may assign any com- 
miisiocer or employe to one or more 
deoartmeata. aad may make all rolaa 
and regulations as to the conduct of 
the various departments. The com- 
miaiioners are to transact the entire 
buaiaaaa of tha city, employing aucb 
awiitanta as iMy ba aeeaaiary, theae 
assistants to ba known ss agents and 
not as cfficiale. The commissioners 
are to have ciKces in the city build- 
ing, where they aball ba found at all 
r<»sonable houra, and riwU maka the 
affsirs of tba dlf thair aniBriva 
business. 

Other provWoaa of the bill are 
about tha tame aa tboaa in the 
charter for Mcond-elaai citiea. Hop 
kinsville has taken the lead in the 
movement, and the measure has 
been drafted by a committee of 
lad pnfiMional men. It 
to have bean earefol'y con- 
sidered, and doubtless, in the es- 
sential pointa, will be tatlafactory 
to tho other tbird-claaadtiaa, Owens- 
boro, Headeraoa, Fraaktort. Bowl- 
ing Green and Middleeboro. This 
will ba determined in conferences of 
repraaantativee of thcM citita, and 
thera ia ovary raaaaa lakaliovalbat 
the bill will be paaeed. Hopkins- 
ville, especially, is desirous of tr>* 
ing the new form of government, and 
the I/egiaiatora aboold give it the 
power lo da aa.— Coarlor-Jaanal.

Comments favorably upon the 
condition of state normal schools. 

Refers to the reiiuction in illiter- 
acy in the state, but says it has been
